 Town of Blacksburg 
 The PSA is identified as the “Implementing / Lead Agency” in rows 4, 5 and 7 for 
projects, that the Town of Blacksburg should be the only Implementing / Lead Agency. 
NOTE: At the work session March 1, the NRVPDC representative indicated this was a 
typo and will be changed.
